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MORGAMTOWM,  W.  Va.  —  Graduating  medical 
students  learned  Wednesday  (March  18)  where  they  will 
complete  their  training. 

At  West  Virginia  University,  the  class  focus  was  clearly 
on  primary  care  fields  closely  matched  to  West  Virginia's 
physician  needs. 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  WVU 
School  of  Medicine  have  been  accepted  into  postgraduate 
training  programs  (residencies)  in  family  medicine, 
internal  medicine,  pediatrics  or  obstetrics  and 
gynecology. 

The  Class  of  1998  will  have  91  graduates,  90  of  whom 
participated  in  the  national  residency  matching  program. 
Of  these,  14  chose  internal  medicine,  13  chose  pediatrics, 
1 1  will  combine  internal  medicine  and  pediatrics,  12 
chose  family  medicine,  and  eight  will  study  obstetrics  and 
gynecology.  In  total,  58,  or  65  percent,  are  entering 


primary-care  studies. 

The  remaining  32  will  train  in  specialty  programs.  The 
most  popular  specialty  areas  include  internal  medicine 
programs  which  are  preliminary  to  further  specialization; 
surgery,  and  emergency  medicine. 

Forty-two  of  this  year's  WVCI  graduates  will  enter 
residency  programs  in  West  Virginia.  The  two  largest 
groups  of  students  will  train  at  Ruby  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Morgantown  and  at  CAMC  in  Charleston. 

Students  learned  their  residency  selections  Wednesday 
at  the  medical  school's  two  campuses  in  Morgantown  and 
Charleston.  "Match  Day,''  held  simultaneously  at  medical 
schools  across  the  United  States,  is  a  key  day  in  medical 
education. 

According  to  the  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,  13,656  U.S.  medical  school  seniors  participated 
in  the  match.

The  MD/PhD  Medical  Scientist  Program  offers  the  combined  degree 
to  approximately  two  students  each  year.  The  program,  which  usually 
requires  seven  years  of  study,  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for 
careers  that  combine  the  practice  and  teaching  of  clinical  medicine 
with  the  laboratory  investigation  of  mechanisms  of  disease.  During 
the  first  two  years,  students  take  the  traditional  basic  science  courses 
of  medical  school  as  well  as  maintaining  active  exposure  and 
participation  in  the  various  departmental  research  projects.  Students 
then  enter  the  PhD  research  phase  for  three  years.  After  the  writing 
and  successful  defense  of  the  dissertation,  the  student  completes  the 
MD  clinical  phase  of  their  training.
